”The report of the committee on 
proposed 
total elimination of the 
12-hour day, 
appointed 
by 
the 
American iron and Steel institute 
shatters the public confidence that 
was inspired by he creation of the 
committee a year ago at the re­ 
quest of the president of theUnitwd 
States. It is a definite rejection of 
the proposal for the abolition of 
the long day. The public demand 
in response to which the commit­ 
tee was appointed is set aside as a 
‘sentiment’ which was ’not created 
or endorsed by the workmen them­ 
selves.’ The testimony of 
compe­ 
tent investigators, including 
emi­ 
nent engineering societies, is 
ig­ 
nored and the conclusion 
is 
put 
forth without supporting data thai 
the 12-hour day has not of itself 
been an injury to the employes, phy­ 
sically, mentally or morally. This 
statem ent is made in face of the 
fact that the committee of stock

This is an 
unworthy and untenable argument 
which will be bitterly resented by 
the millions of home-loving work­ 
ing men in America. 
long Hours Asked 
“The steel institute’s committee 
contends that the workmen them 
selves prefer long hours to their 
own hurt, but the committee’s con 
tention

showing that workmen whose only 
choice is beween abnormally long 
hours of labor and earnings that 
are insufficient to maintain a fam­ 
ily on a level of health and de 
cency, naturally adopt a more ar­ 
duous alternative.

“Our country has been more de­ 
pendent upon the development of 
Internal highways/* President Hard­ 
ing declared Iii an address at Wash­ 
ington yesterday, “than any other ta 
all history because our vast conti­ 
nental area is so ill-supplied arith 
those arms of the sea which have 
always kept the countries of West. 
em Europe in close touch with 
that great universal and common 
highroad, the open ocean. On the 
whole, we have made wonderful 
progress, (but In the matter ptf rur­ 
al 
roads, 
we * have .until 
recent 
years made b far less impressive 
advance. Within (two decade*, how­ 
ever. marking the beginning of the 
motor age, our advance in this re. 
■pect bks been phenonemil.” 
The president was dedicating the 
“aero milestone*’ which will searve 
as a ‘basic mark for measurement 
of highway distances, and kt Which 
the Lincoln and Lee NaUooai high* 
ways, representing the great north­ 
ern and southern highway systems 
meet. The President emphasised the 
Importance of these systems from 
national, social, military and eco­ 
nomic standpoints. He pointed out 
that this national system must bs 
connected Up and completed. And 
theft he said: 
“ Rut lying'behind this system of 
modern highways are more than 2.- 
000,000 miles of roads whose ser­ 
vice is, though of great Importance, 
essentially local. We must recog­ 
nise the obligation to modernise 
these more remote sections of the 
system, to the fullest extent Jus. 
titled by economic conditions." 
This message of the president 
might have been framed especially 
for the people of Texas at this 
time. 
For they have immediately before 
them the question of whether Tex­ 
as will be an integral part of this 
great national system of highways 
and whether the obligation to mod­ 
ernize the purely rural roads will 
be recognized. 
That’s what 
the 
constitutional 
amendment to be voted on July 28 
amounts to. 
The adoption or rejection of that 
amendment by the people will de. 
cide whether Texas is going to co. 
operate with the federal government 
in building a modern connected sys­ 
tem or highways in Texas. 
And it will decide also whether 
we are going to quit the method 
of using county funds to build and 
maintain cardinal highways and per­ 
mit the use of these funds to mod­ 
ernize and maintain the rural roads. 
In short, it will decide whether 
we are going to do the thing in 
the right way or practically aban­ 
don systematic effort to build high­ 
ways in the near future. 
» 
For we can not go on much long, 
er under the present methods.

The William Wrigley company*# first advertising appro­ 
priation was $32—its entire

Murphy in Printer’s Ink magazine. The L. E. Waterman com­ 
pany’s first ad bill was only $62.50. Hupp Motor corpora­ 
tion started with $100.65 of publicity. The Borden company 
started with an advertising appropriation of $513.75, back 
in 1890; today it spends for advertising nearly a million dol­ 
lars a year. So on, a long list. 
Murphy* tells the story of Royal Baking Powder. 
The 
company started in a small drug store in Ft. Wayne, Ind., as 
a side line. "Its first advertisement appeared in local papers.

Soon after 
that, it became the largest national advertiser of its day. 
The Mennen company started similarly—as a druggist’s side 
line.

(Continued from Pogo Oho) 
button out of the earnings of the 
industry. Thus the safeguarding of 
profits becomes a consideration su­ 
perior to that of the wages 
and 
hours of the workers, and the will­ 
ingness of the public to pay high­ 
er prices is made a condition of the 
accomplishment of a fundamental 
reform. 
“The steel institute's committee 
finds that there are questions of 
high imporance' 
involved in this 
matter, which, they assert, have no 
moral or social features. ‘They are 
economic,’ say the steel manufact­ 
urers; ‘they affect the pecuniary in­ 
terest of the great public, which 
includes, but is not confined to 
employers and employes.’ 
•“This divorce between the moral 
or social elements of a problem 
and its economic aspects runs coun­ 
ter to the teachings of religion. It 
exalts a misconceived “law of sup­ 
ply and demand.’ to a position of 
equal authority with the law of jus­ 
tice. It excuses inhumanities in the 
name of economic necessity. Fur­ 
thermore, it overlooks an important 
series of demonstrations, within the 
steel industry and elsewhere, of the 
practicability and superior 
advan­ 
tages? of the three 
shift 
system. 
These demonstrations 
confirm 
in 
practice what no honest mind can

In 
principle—that 
bad 
morals can never be good econom­ 
ics. 
“The one redeeming feature of 
the committee’s report is the inti­ 
mation that it is not final.

Man Handles 
Record Bolt 
of Electricity 


(By lite Associated Press) 


P1TTSFIELD, 
Mass., June 
6.— 


The greatest amount of energy ev- 
ei- ^concentrated by human ingenu- 
ity, 
more than 
10,000,000 
horse 


power, was created, toyed with and 
finally docilely placed back into its 
cradle by a single man. 


The significance of the spectacu- 


lar demonstration was that it was 
twice as much voltage as was ever 
produced and successfully handled, 
for the millionth part of a second 
the power was equal to all the elec- 
trical power in America. The volt- 
age was estimated at 2,000,000 by 
Dr. Steinmetz, or 
one-twentyfifth 


of the power of a bolt of lightning. 


The demonstration was made at

will." 


It pays to advertise. 
Most of the big advertisers started in a small way. Ven- 


turing cautiously into the water, they soon struck out for the 
deep spots. They found that it pays! to advertise. 


The William Wrigley company's first advertising appro- 


priation was $32—its entire 
capital—writes John 
Allen 


Murphy in Printer's Ink magazine. The L. E. Waterman com- 
pany's first ad bill was only $62.50. Hupp Motor corpora- 
tion started with $100.65 of publicity. The Borden company 
started with an advertising appropriation of $513.75, back 
in 1890; today it spends for advertising nearly a million dol- 
lars a year. So on, a long list. 


Murphy tells the story of. Royal Baking Powder. 
The 


company started in a small drug store in Ft. Wayne, Ind., as 
a side line. "Its first advertisement appeared in local papers. 
The campaign then gradually spread throughout the state 
until the company was able to move to New York. Soon after 
that, it became the largest national advertiser of its day. 
The Mennen company started similarly—as a druggist's side 
line.

it makes the seed grow, the acorn into a giant oak. 


"It pays to advertise", is the slogan to hang over the sales 


manager's desk.

"Our'country..has been'taore de- 


pendent upo/n .the development of 
Internal highways," President Hard- 
ing declared in an address'at Wash- 
ington.yesterday, "than any other In 
all history because our va»t( conti- 
nental ' area is so Ill-supplied with 
those arms of the sea which toaya 
always 'kept the countries of West, 
ern Europe in •close touch with 
that .jjreat universal and .comimon 
hig.Iirijad, the often ocean. On the 
wllole, ;we have made 
wonderful 
progress, Ibu't In the matter f»t Ttir- 
al roads, 
we c have luntil receit 
years made "a. far less Impressive 
advance. Within ittwt> •decades, h'o/w- 
ever, maijkin-g the beginning of the 
motor age, biir advance in this re. 
spect has been phenonemal." 


The .president was dedicating the 
"zero milestone" 'which will servtj 
as a 'basic mark for measurement 
of highway distances, and at ^whtoh 
the Linceln and Lee National high, 
ways, representing the great frortK- 
ern and southern highway systems 
nieet. The President emphasized the 
importance ot these systems from 
national, social, military" and eco- 
nomic standpoints. He pointed out 
that this .national system-must W 
connected tip and compileted. And 
then .he said: 


"Rut lying' behind this systein of 


modern highways are more than 2,- 
000,000 miles of roads whose ser- 
vice is, though ot great importance, 
essentially local. We must recog- 
nize the obligation to modernize 
these more remote sections ot the 
system, to the "fullest extent jus- 
tified :by economic conditions." 


This message of the president 


might have 'been framed especially 
for 
the people of Texas at this 


time. 
For they have immediately .before 


thorn the question of whether Tex- 
as will be an. integral part of this 
great national system of highways 
and whether the o'blig-ation to mod- 
ernize the purely rural roads will 
be recognized. 


That's what 
the constitutional 


amendment to be voted on July 28 
amounts to. 
The adoption or rejection of that 


amendment by the people will de- 
cide whether Texas is going to co- 
operate with the federal government 
in .building a modern connected sys- 
tem or highways in Texas. 


And it will decide also whether 


we are going to quit the method 
of using county funds to .build and 
maintain cardinal highways and per- 
mit the use of those funds to mod- 
ernize and maintain the rural roads. 


In short, it will decide whether 


we are going to do the thing in 
the right way or practically aiban- 
don systematic effort to build high- 
ways in the near future. 


For we can 'not go on much long- 


er under the present methods.

OKLAHOMA CITY, June 
5.—A 


special questionnaires mailed 
over 


the State to the county agricultural 
agents reveals the fact that the re- 
cent rains have not materially af- 
fected the condition of the wheat 
crop, .-except in a few 
scattered 


communities where rust aand smut 
are appearing. Some little Injury has 
be.eu done however when the wheat 
was in' bloom and will in these In- 
stances reduce the probable yield. 
Hail storms have been reported in 
the north and southwest districts 
b,ut were not severe 
or. general 


tuough to cause any fcreat damage 
The condition of ithe crop on May 1 
was S3 per cent of normal indicat- 
ing a probable production of 42,- 
000,000 bushels. The official esti- 
mate of the condition ol Jhe .crop 
as, of June 1 will be released In a 
report dated June 8th. Harvest is 
t-xpected to begin in the southern 
part of the state about June ilOtl 
and any inquiries as to labor de- 
mand should be addresseed to the 
State Labor Commissioner, Oklaho- 
ma City, Oklahoma. 


The report further indicates that 


considerable corn acreage planted 
on lowlands has been washed out 
or covered over 'as to cause much 
rt planting. The condition
